MOVEMENTS OF MR. PEABODY.

ME HAILS TO-DAY POR EXGLAND—HN DEOLINES THE
NOMINATION FOR THE PRESIDERNCY ON AOCOUNT
OF HIF AGR, AND RECOMMENDS A NEW UAN-
DIDATE,

A correspondent of the Newark Journal
gives the following in connection with an inter-
view with Mr. George Peabody, the bunker and
philanthropist :—
Do not understand me to intimate that I
consider this alluslon to my name o connec-
tion with the Presidevey as disrespecitul; on
the contrary, it is most kind and complimen-
tary. Were I but forty, and ecould I be elecied
to the position, not as & tartlmm, but by a
united people, I should like it, Bat I am
seventy-two years ol sge, and my chiel desire,
#0 larns [ am personally concerned, is to preserve
my health., The climate of Eonglund admirabl
ugrees with me, and on Wednesday next I sa
for England in the Socotia, for a three yoaes'
absence. There | can pass my days in the open
air, without suffering from the exposure. The
raye of the sun do not prostrate me there as
here. If cold weather comes 1 can reach a
milder atmosphere in twenty-lonr hours.
ghall pass much of my time in salmon fshing.
The exercise is just what I require, and I enjoy
it. Itgivesexpaosion to the lungs and freedom
to the circulation, On Wednesduy just one year
will have elapsed since I arrived in this country.
All the plans conneeted with the object of my
visit bere were arranged in England before
mf de}mrture. and bave been accomplithed
with slight modification. The gt of $140,060
10 the Fesex Soclety was not contempliatoed, but
will, I am satisfied, be productive of much
zood. In all my charities | have been favored
with the veluable advice and co-operation of
Mr. Robert C. Winthrop, of Massachusetts,
whom I highly honor end respect. 1If the
cholce of President of the United States were
left 10 me, that office would fall on Mr. Win-
throp. A gentlemen by education and instinot,
a ripe scholar, possessing every statesmanlike
atiribute, with an unblemished reputation, he
would honor the position, and my
conntrymen would elevate themselves by
the selection, Tell Mr Fuoller that the
mention of my name 1 econnection with
the Preridency waa not orlginal with him. Ten
ears ago a bright Hitle 1ad, a son of Mr, Samuel
etmore, pioned my name upon an American
flag and marched around, announcing me as his
candidate, He I8 wow sixtecn, snd one of the
noblest youths [ have ever seen, The other day
I introdueed bim to President John:on. and
asked that he be sppomted to n cadetship at
West Point. My request wus logtantly granted,
and the joy of the little fellow was complete,
Speaking of his recent visit to Washiongton,
the fioancial condition of the Government was
incidentslly alluded to. He expressed the con-
vietion that our laree national debt would prove
no barrier to our progress if the country counld
but be once more nunited. But with sepuration,
disupion practically continved, with a lutent
spirit of rebetlion stiil existing, the heavy bur-
den of taxation would be illy borne, and civil
warfare might be aealn renowed. His dearest
wish was that his country might go forward
in the career of progress. which every ele-
ment, save that of internal digcord, would be
powerlesa to prevent, and that the Government
and nation should become, as would be the case
if wise counsels prevailed, the most powerful
under the sun, e expressed the mogt un-
bounded confidence in the wisdom and ability
of Secretary McCulloch, whom he had learned
toesteem g8 @ moble man and a fav-seeing
siatesman. “‘Depend upon it smd Mr. Pea-
body, “that SBecretary will take no backwurd
step. The resumption of specle payments, and
the diminution of the publie debt, are the ob-
jectt of his profoundest solicitude, IHe ade-
quately comprehends the injury and coufusion
which would result from suddea coutraction,
or un abrupt return to the ‘spece basis; but he
will 1ecommend no measure which tends in the
other divection, aud will lose no opportunity 1o
mike & point la iavor of resumption.”

On wy making some allusion to his vast
Londou charities, Mr, Peabody informed me ol &
ratifying letter just recelved from one ot the
ﬁouﬂe of Baning Brothers, of London, and after.
wards favored me with its pernsal. It stated
that a meeting had been called by the Lord
Mayor of London to take into consideration
the subjoct of erecting o memorial in bonor of
Mr, Peabody, at which meeting the writer was
appointed a commitiee to solicit subscriptions
limited to ten guineas each, for the erection of
s statue of tﬁo distinguished American, and
that he had secured one hundred names in a
glngle day, A COD.T of the subscription list was
enclosed, headed ;{ his Royal Highness the
Prince of Wales, in whose bghall the teu
niness rule had been waved, the sum affixed to
ils nume belng twenty-five guineas, The writer
further remarked that Mr, Slory, the American
sculptor, had been sugpgested ns the artist to
whom the work alioul ﬁe entrusted, but that &
decision upon this and all other details would
be postpoued untll Mr. Peabody's arrival in
London. A beautiful and tooching letter from
the Empress Bugenie,under date of the 4th ult.,
was nleo gladly *thown me, the body ol the
document as well us the signature being in the
handwriting of the Empress, In il she ex-
pressed her gratification st his noble deeds of
charity, gnd the hope that his benevolenge would
be imitated by others Da:t'sﬂl'li the power to
relleve the poor and sutfering. The letter closed
with the warmest expresslons of regard for Mr.
Peabody, both as an American and as one whose
benevolent sets and purposes were not limited
b(y national or sectional boundurics. As I urose
alter our prolonged, and to me very instructive
and memorable intérview, Mr. Peabody detined
me for .« moment while he wrote bis niine upon
some ?howgmpho of Llimself, and begged my
ncceptance of them, desiring at the swme thme
that | should forwnrd one to you. While
writing he remarked that bis hand trewbled
scmoawhat, ugtully during the day, and that be
nocomplistied gll his corres ence ata late
bour of the night, finding that he could landle
{be pen with grentér (ncility vowards miduoight.

Bhnplelgh testliied that e made a post-morfem
examination upon the body of decessed, and found a
cuntuslon on the head beliind the left ear, nod o jarge
clot ot blood resting upon the right heminphere of the
braln: the deceased came to bis denth o convequence
of ccmpression of the brain,

4, F. Hartman testifled It was between 4 and 8§
o'clock thst the affiir took plnce; the two men onme
to the bouse and saked if my futher was in, and I told
Bl be was out; Isther then came out; Kerns struck
me, and I struck him: McCormick strack my fsther;
and they began to fight, I knovked both Herns sod
MoeCormick down: Kerns atruck my fathuer, who
held up bis arms aond fell In the guttor, striking his
bead on the curbstone: the defendanis then ran.

Helen Martin tes:itied substantinlly ms her bro-
tuer, apd In nddition skated thar Mr, Hartman re-
mained vpconscious for forty-elght honrs, when he
died: he paia lfa had taken a cruteh from s soldier
who struck him,

The Commonwealtl then closed,

The defense alleged that the parties were drunk,
and that a penceable demusnd was made for the
erioteh, but It was refused. They wers nttacked by
the Hartmaos, and struck Mr. Hartman becauss
they thought thelr lives were in danger,

Gordon Gavitl testified that he saw Bmath, the
wounded saldler, strike Hartman twice at Race and
Juniper strecis,

Charles Stith testified he was the wounded soldler
referred to, und Lbhat be struck bim on the back of the
hend with o cane. ; "

The defonse hera closed, and the courtadjourned
untll 1y o'clock this morning.

There are several witnesses who are aocqualnted,
ns the prisoner alleges, with material faets,
and whom we have mot been ablo o flad,
There are others residing out of the olty,
witnesses whom we expect Lo be able to pro-
duce ppon the trial—one or two llving near
Dover, Delaware, and perhaps some others in
the West. There are several also in the city,
two of whose names I learned for the first tlme
this mornlng, and whose places of resldence
it has been Impossible to And. Bal we are as-
ﬂure(lli that they are In Lhe clly, and can be pro-

noed,

We cannot show all the facts which these wits
nesses will testify to, for we have had no oppors
tanity to examine them 1o reference to what
they know. All our lonformation comes from
the prisoner and his immediate frlends, It may
be kuown to your Honors, perhaps from the
publio press, that the acoused has not been long
a resident of this elty, although o Philadelphian
by birth, He has been away most of his life,
and being thus unacqualnted with agreat many

ersons who have known him, and whom we

ave recently seen, und who know some facts
with regard to him, he has been unable to pro-
duee them here as witnesses,

1 bave examived about seventy witnesses in
regard to this trinl, and I might ask, on per-
sopal grounds, for a contibuence of this casa,
I might, in view of all the olronmstances of this
case, ik the protection of this honorable Conrt
for mysell; but 1 sssure you I will make no
such appeal for myself; I only ask that this be
done as A matter of justice Lo the man charged
with erime, whom 1 represent,

There Is a publie sxclitement at the present
time, which In my and my learned asseciate’s
opinlon, is prejudicial to an lmmediate trial,
If your Hooors plense, I will call your attention
Lo an extract In the Press of yesterday, one of
the leading paperds in this cily and in this
nation;—

“Yesterday the Grand Juory returned s true bill
agnlust George H. Winpemore, committed for the
murder of Mrs, Magilton, and to-mmorrow wise fixed as
the day for his trinl. Incases of growlng wud repul-
aive crime, the machlinery of justioe 1o this olty works
with ense nod veloeity, To reach the minds of mur-
derers llke Wi s and Probst, and the crimionl in
tialy ease, retribation should come swift and complete;
and It Is Just soch brutal and utterly depraved chae-
acters as these who seem Dow to pecalinrly en-
dunger the pesce and snfely of the communiey,'”
